The body of a man believed to be 


W. M. Houser, aged about 55, of Los 
Angeles. Calif., was found in a ditch 
al-ing the Missouri Pacific right-of- 
way two miles north of Hope at noon 
Thursday. There were no marks of 
violence. 


In his clothing was $MO in $20 bills. 


A railroad tiekel purchased at Lo.s 
Angeles for bt. Louis, was also found 
in a bank book bearing the name of 
W. M. Houser. 


The bank book showed a balance of 


$2.300 deposited in the Bank of Amer- 


noon at Hope city hall. 


Under the plan seven mills of the 


18-mill tax will be segregated for re- 
funding of (he bonded debt at a lower 
rate of interest. 


Action of the voters Wednesday was 


said to have averted throwing the 
school district into federal receiver- 
ship. 


Had the voters turned down the 


school board's plan the district would 
have been compelled to meet the orig- 
inal bond and interest requirement- 
losing the advantage of easier princi- 
pal payments and a lower interest 
rale. 


The plan approved by the voters is 


to refund all the outstanding bonded 
indebtedness of the district in one 
refunding issue, to be dated August 
1, 1935, bearing interest from date un- 
til paid at. the rate of 4 per cent per- 
annum. 


This plan cuts interest rates on some 


bond issues from 5 to 4 per cent and 
on others from 6 to 4 per cent. 


There will be no increase in taxa- 


tion as the result of the election. The 
total district tax cannot, exceed 18 
mills under the state 
constitution. 


After the seven mills is set aside, the 
school board will operate the schools 
on the remaining 11 mills. 


The unpaid bonded indebtedness of 


the district is now $229,972.00. Of this 
amount, approximately $15,000 is past 
due. The district also 
owes 
about 


$15,000 interest on this bonded indebt- 
edness.

years over 14 years ;and guilty of 
manslaughter, fixing the punishment 
at from one to 14 years' imprisonment.
